Miss Velma Gribbon of Pembroke is at present teach- 
ing in a Public School in the Dokis Indian Reserve West 
of Sturgeon Falls. This young lady has been practically 
isolated all winter and has been teaching under consid- 
able difficulty. It appears that some of the Indians 
have gotten out of hand and are causing her considerable 
trouble. 


The Indian Agent at Sturgeon Falls, Mr. Merleau 
was appealed to and he handed the matter over to the 
Royal Mounted Police. I contacted them and they said 
while the matter really should have been handled by Mr. 
Marleau, they would be glad to get Mr. Marleau and go 
in and see if they could adjust matters satisfactorily 
this week. In the meantime some of the adult Indians 
have advised Miss Gribbon that this is just what would 
likely happen and that they would not pay any attention 
to any gratuitous advice. We would write Mr. Charron, 
the Inspector, who has not appeared at the school yet 
but we do not know his address. 


We will be glad if you could get in touch with 
him and have him go in and inspect the sohool immediate}y 
and get to the bottom of the dispute.

2. Mise GRIBBON hae taught school on this reserve 
for the past season only. She is a very young lady end 
DETACHMENT email.

On her arrival at the Dokis reserve last tember, 
she became friendly with two or three of the young In 
men there, which caused a great deal of criticiem. She 
|boarded at an Indian home, as no other board houses are 
lavailable on the reserve, and found it rather difficult to 
live with Indians and found fault with the meals ete., and 
\voiced her opinion te the Indian owner. Since this, she has 
moved from one Indian home to another and of course found 
leonditions the same in each one. At the present i: ehe 
ie forced to live in an Indian home there which/ any to 
good, nor are any of the others, however, Miss GRIBBON feels 
that Indians should keep their homes in the same condition 
as any clean living white man would and has told them this, 
and the result is that she is not liked for this. 


4. In the clase room, Mise GRIBBON has tried to 
|dmpress upon the pupils that they should live like whitemen, 
not like savages etc., and in several cases has strongly 
eriticieed certain individuals on the reserve, in the manner 
in which they are living ete. The pupils in turn have 
carried thie information to their parents, who in turn have 
laccested Miss GRIBBON and told her that it is note her 
|affair how the Indians are living and that she is no 
position to criticise others. At the present time, none of 
the Indians on the reserve have affection for Kies 
GRIBBON and ere quiet bold in tel her so, also that she 
is no good ete., and that she is only 4 man crazy women. 
Prom iries made, it has been learned that Mies GRIBBO 
has shed ile in the school for something that their 
Diany CAVE |parents have and* the a was net to blame, such as 

the pupile te school not properly dressed and very 
Srt Fon dirty. She has also ordered other pupils out of the achool 
and not to return again.

5. Mise GRIBBON, in the manner in which she has 

at ted to correct the faults of the pupils, and in 

en effort to correct the faults of the parents, through the 
pupils, and in the manner in which she punishes the pupils, 
she created a discord between the Indians and herself, and 
has lost all control of her pupils. Instead of trying to get 
cooperation from the older Indians, she has tried to dictate 
to them and now has them all working against her. 


6. Miss GRIBBON called in at this office during the 
early part of May, and when questioned, stated that the 
older indians are always insult her, but as yet, have not 
assaulted her. when further questioned she stated that the 
indiens are always teasing her, tell. her that she is no 
good etc., but have not used any vile anguage. She was also 
questioned on other matters concerning the use of liquor on 
the reserve end stated tit once in awhile some of the Indians 
get some wine from somewhere, but that liquor conditions 
general, was good on the reserve. She was also questioned 
regarding the unpatriotic ideas that some of the Indians are 
alleged to have picked up from the American tourists, but 
could not supply any worth while information whatsoever. 


7s In general, it appears that the Indians have 

teased Misa GRIBBON to such an extent that she can no longer 
bear it. ‘The majority of the pupils in her school are far 
bigger in statue than she is and therefore,has not been able to 
exercise any discipline over them. These she orders to stay 
away from school and when the parents want to know the reason 
why, her temper gets the best of her,am™& which has resulted 

in many hot arguements.

9. American tourists do not go to the Dokis reserve, 
although they may fish and hunt near by. A large number of 
the Indians on the reserve are employed as guides, but the 
tourists do not remain on the Dokis reserve, which is a large 
Island in Lake Nipissing. 


10. For the reasons as stated above, it was not 
considered that a patrol should be made to the Dokis Indian 
reserve. The difficulties she is having can be cleared up 
by the Indian agent, however, if he requires any assistance, 
members of this Detachment will aseist him. Fyle in this 
connection ie being considered closed at this Detachment.

& Glick, which is approximately two miles from the school. 
However, during the winter months the Dokis Indians them- 
selves usually get the mail for the reserve at the post 
office here in Sturgeon Falls every week. There is no 
living accommodation at the school but excellent board 
and lodging may be obtained on the reserve", 


The Dokis Indian Day School has at this date 
an enrolment of 286 pupils, in grades from 1 to 7. The 
last teacher at the school was Miss Velma Gribbon. The 
Dokis Band is a comparatively small one, the population 
at this date being approximately 180. rom the standpoint 
of trust funds, however, this is one of the wealthiest 
bands in Canada, 


Your successor at Mississauga is Mrs. R. T. 
Moran. In respect to your belongings at the school, you 
shovld communicate about these with the Agent and not the 
teacher, This property at the school, as you know, is 
under the direct control of the agent, who will be held 
responsible for its disposal. In this connection the 
Department is in receipt of a letter from Indian Agent 
Laurence, in which he states that, so far, you have 
neglected to forward the keys of the school, These keys, 
if they have not been already sent forward, should be 
forwarded to the agent at the earliest possible date,

Your appoint- 
ment to that school was discussed with the Indian agent, who 
was Very anxious to secure an experienced teacher for the 
position. 


The Department is now in receipt of the resign- 
ation of Mrs. George, who has been for a number of years 
teacher in charge of the day school at Golden Lake, Ont. 

It is anticipated that we shall experience little difficulty 
in securing a teacher for this school. a will be 
allowed at the rate of $90.00 a teaching month plus cost- 
of-living bonus, which at this date amounts to eqoveuinetely 
17%, There are no living quarters at this school, but I 
understand board and lodgings can be easily secured close to 
the reserve. 


This school, I may state, opened on September 1 
but was closed as the result of Mrs. George's resignation 
on Fridey September 18. We are anxious that it should re- 
epen at the earliest possible date and not later than 
October 1. Your immediate reply to this letter will be 
very much appreciated.

The school bus 
will come as far as Beaucage and the children can commute 
for 10 cents per day. 


There is no bus for the west end of Reserve and 
@arden Village. These children are 6 and 10 miles from 
school and will not attend unless their transportation 
is paid. The account for transportation last winter is 
not yet paid. 


Now that vehicles from the army will be available, 
would it be possible to get a bus reasonably enough to 
warrant buying one for the purpose of transporting the 
children? I believe the children make much better progress

the Department to the fact that there is no school 
provided for the children of the Dokis Band. As far 
back as 1898 the Agent for this reserve pointed out 
the fact that these children were growing up in igmor- 
ance. There are about 20 childrem of this Band who 
could attend school, Althotgh this Band owns a very 
valuable timber limit,which they are not disposed to 
sell,they have no funds of their own from which the 
Salary of a teacher could be paid or a schoolhouse 
erected. It seems hard that the children should be 
made to suffer for the stubbormess of their parents, 
and if anything eould be done to provide for their 
educatiom,while they are making up their mimds as to 
the disposal of their limit,I think it would be only 
fair that they should have the same advantages as 
all the other Indians of Ontario emjoy. The limit 
will go doubt eventually be sold,when they will be

A request hae been received from His Lordship the 
Bishop of Moosonee for the opening of a school for the summer 
months at Marten's Falle. He compares the conditions at this 
point with these at English River, where a school was open 
last summer from ist to % Ziet. The pay liso shows 
that there are 77 children at *s Falle ami the Bishop 
atates that there are at least 25 of these of school age. He 
states that he has been fortunate enough to secure the services 
of a tenoher, Mr. A. E. 0. Anderson, « student from St. Johns 
College, Winnipeg, to carry om the work. Mr. Awrey informs 
me that there is a ochuroh building at this point and, no doubt, 
the school would be conducted in that building. 


Hie Lordship also requests that the school at 
English Raver be re-opened next summer. The cost of this 
school for the past summer wae as follows ,- 


Teacher's salary, + monthe $200.00 
Rent of building, *% months 40.00 
Stationery and school supplies we 


The school at English River, from reports received, seems to 
have been successful, having had an enrolment of 57 pupils, 
with an average attendance of 29.

i beg to say, there are twelve children who could 
attend the French Bay Gchool, three Nashkewa children would be 
eight miles from the Village school and five from the Scotch 
Settlement school, five Root children and one Kewaquom would be 
seven and a half miles from the Village and four and a half from 
Scotch Settlement, one Thompson, seven miles from the Village and 
four from Scotch Settlement, one Stevens and one Ahonoquot, five 
miles from the Village and four from the Scotch Settlement, this 
is the distance one way. As the Scotch Settlement is filled up it 
would be necessary for these children to attend the Village school. 

The French Bay school would not require any repairs 
before the summer holidays but it should be reshingled then, the 
only requirements would be the usuall class room requistion, The 
Teacher's residence would also do until summer hélidays, at that 
time it would require some papering and painting inside. If the 
Department intended to supply the teacher with fuel and funiture 
this would have to be purchased as there is no fuel and the only 
funiture in the residence is one cook stove and one hearter, the 
fuel wogld cost about $5.00 per cord but I cannot give an estimate 
on the funiture until I know what the Department would consider 
purchaseing. The teacher's salary would be around $80.00 per 
months I would recommend that the school be re-opened if possible.

It has been drawn to my attention that there will be 
an immediate opening for a teacher in the French Bay Indian 
School on the Saugeen Indian Reserve. During the past three 
and a half years I have been the School Inspector visiting this 
school and I have taken it upon myself to draw this impendi ng 
vacancy to the attention of one of my former pupils, Mr. Armour 
Irwin, who is now seeking a position as teacher. 

I have known Mr. Irwin for fifteen years--in fact I 
was his teacher during the last two years of his public school 
career (1920-1922), and I came to know him quite intimately. 
Always I found him to be reliable, studious and thoroughly con- 
scientious. Just béfore he obtained his High School Entrance 
certificate I took hima side and advised him to direct himself 
to the teaching profession because I considered that he was of 
the right calibre for that work. Economic factors prevented 
Mr. Irwin from finishing his High School course at that time, 
but he never forgot my advice. After a numher of years in 


other work he returned to High School after which he attended 
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Normal School (term 1934-1955). His work at the Normal School 
was brilliant as was shown by the fact that he was not required 
to write any of the final examinations. 

Since Mr. Irwin was my pupil I have been more or less 
in touch with him and his career. He is now married and has 
two children. I have never had any occasion to change my 
opinion formed years ago concerning his excellent character. 

His presence in any community, white or Indian, would be a real 
asset. Moreover I have not the slightest doubt that he will 
make a success of his teaching career if conscientious endeavour 
can make it possible. 

It might be worth while to add that Mr. Irwin, who 
now resides at 9635 Ossington Avenue, Toronto, has been on relief 
for several years. During this time he finished his High School 
Course and attended Normal School under most difficult conditions 
because of the fact that for one, two or three days each week, 
(including Saturday-by special arrangement), he was engaged in 
relief work. Industry and ambition such as this require no 
comment. 

I quite believe that the Department of Indian Affairs 
would make no mistake in engaging this estimable young man as a 


teacher in French Bay Indian School.

Certificate, a Religious Inetruction and Physical Education 
Certificate. Last year I attended the University of Western 
Ontario and succeeded in obtaining the firet year of my B.A. degree. 
Having lived near the Reserve most of my life I am fairly well ac- 
quainted with the Indiens and their ways. I would do my best to 
help these people to improve their habits of living and make the 
Indian children better Canadian citizens. Knowing that Indians 
ere meical and having played a cornet in several bands and 
erchestras, I would try to develop this talent in them. At Normal 
and at Western I played on hockey and ball teams. I would play 
these games with the Indians and teach them to be true sportamen. 
I would be pleased to help the missionary in any way I could with 
his work in the mission field.”

Referring to telephone conversation with your 
office on Saturday, the 7th instant, regarding a vacancy for 
a teacher at the French Bay Indian Day School, on the Saugeen 
Reserve (No. 29 - Electoral District of Bruce North), I have 
now to inform you that a communication has been received 
from D. Robertson, Indian Agent, Chippawa HAl 1, Ont.; in 
which he states that Miss Winnifred A. Stead, the teacher, 
was married on August 26th, last, and is now Mrs. A. Martin. 
He states that the marriage was not reported to him until 
the third instant and that Mrs. Martin intends to continue 
teaching at the French Bay School. 


Section 36 (1) of the Civil Service snpegtaene 

provides as follows:- — 

"Hereafter, no married woman, whose husband 

is living, shall be eligible for appointment in 
the public service; 


"Provided that, when the supply of experienced 
help for any particular kind of work is not sufficient 
to meet the demands of the public service, a married 
woman may be certified for temporary employment; 


“Where it can be established by a married woman 
that her husband is unable, through illness or other 
cause, to contribute to her support, such married 
woman may be certified for permanent or temporary 
appointment." 


In the public service, when a woman marries, she 


- is required 
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is required, under the regulations, to resign her position. 
It appears, therefore, that it will be necessary to 
dispense with Miss Stead's services. 


I would be pleased to be advised what action 
should be taken in the matter. In the event of your 
desiring her dismissed immediately, please let me know 
the name and address of the teacher whom you wish engaged, 
as the school year has already commenced and it is neces- 
sary to have a teacher at once.

Dear Sir: 


The morning paper reports your intention of 
going to Ottawa towards the end of the week, and if 
this should be correct I am taking the liberty of 
bringing the following to your notice, which may be of 
some help to you in dealing with Dominion authorities. 


As briefly as possible - I have been in the 
employ of the Indian Department for some years. First 
in 1905, at the instance of Commissioner Hon. David 
Laird, who promised me promotion and a pension at the 
end of twenty years service, and later from 1911 till 
1933, nearly 27 years, as school teacher and reserve 
overseer. Promises were repeated in 1912 by Mr. Inspec- 
tor Chisholm, Mr. Commissioner Graham in 1919, and by 
the late Mr. R. T. Ferrier, Supt. of Indian Education 
in Ottawa in 1925, who also told me that pensions for 
Indian school teachers had been done away with, but 
that as the promise was made, when the time came to 
retire, we would be taken care of; my wife also being on 
the staff. 


In 1933, while in Ontario, I was discharged 
for no reason, and given a bonus of two months’ salary. 


In 1919, during the post office strike, or 
right after, our salary was doubled, as civil servants. 
In 1930, when 411 Dominion employees’ salary was cut 
10%, we also received the cut as civil servants. Our 
salary during this period has been on an average of 
$700 a year, and we have served in remote places in the 
western provinces and Ontario, spending over $4000 in 
expenses of moving, fixing departmental buildings and 
other items in connection with the schools. In my last 
school in Ontario the man who held the position a year 
before I was appointed was pensioned on $300 a year 
after 23 years’ service. 


We came to British Columbia in 1933, expecting 
to receive the retiring allowance, I can assure you long 
looked forward to. But owing to the attitude the Dom- 
inion Government has taken towards us, I have had to 
use my savings and my life insurance which has just about 
come to an end, and I shall in a couple of months have 
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to apply to your Relief Department for assistance, 
I am over fifty years of age, my wife over sixty. 


On my dismissal, I took up the subject 
with the Members of Parliament for the County of 
Bruce. Nothing could be done. Mr. R. T. Murphy 
knew nothing about it. Some friends in Victoria 
wrote to Mr. Bennett, with the same result. 


I have a letter from the Prime Minister 
agreeing to the following request I made to him on 
the matter: 

"If an authority, or commission of 

any kind can hear my case in Victoria, 

I will abide by any decision reached pro- 
vided that such an authority does not 
consist of officials of the Indian Dep- 
artment.” 

The Prime Minister agreed to this in 4 
kind of a way after the election, but all I can 
get now from Ottawa is a letter from 4 Departmental 
Secretary saying "contents of my letter is noted." 


I would have liked to have an interview 
with you regarding this subject, as it is clearly 
one case that is Dominion responsibility. We have 


Lived on Dominion lands (Indian Reserves) for 
nearly 27 years.

M. Wardle, Deputy Minister of the Interior, 
has transferred to this Department your letter of the 8th 
inetant, with copy of a camunication received by the Prime 
Minister of British Columbia from P. H. Gentleman, of 
Metchosin, B. C., with reference to superannuation on his 
retirenent as teacher in Indian echoole. 


Teachers in Indian schools are exempt from the 
operation of the provisions of the Civil service Act and are 
classed as "temporary" Civil Servante, ami, as such, do not 
come under the Superannuation Act for permanent employees of 
the Federal Government. Mr. Gentleman has never contributed 
to any superamuation or pension fund, and there is no Act 
or Regulation now in force under which he could be granted 
superannuation. 


The provision made upon retirement of a 
teacher is a gratuity, equal to two months’ salary, which 
Mr Gentleman received. He appears to be under a misapprehen- 
sion that he was promised superamuation upon retirement. The 
officials who, he states, made the promise were well aware 
that no provision was mede for the superannuation of teachers.

With reference to the over-payment made 
to Mrs. A. Martin I have to say that possibly she could 
be proceeded against criminally for converting to her 
own use money that cid not belong to her, but there is 
some doubt as to whether a conviction could be obtained, 
especially if the court should believe her story that she 
thought these payments were a bonus. I don't think 
the Department would be likely to take criminal proceedings 
in this matter, but even if it did that would not recover 
the money. 


This woman apparently has no money and her 
husband is not responsible for the claim. Mrs. Mertin 
States in one of her letters that she might be able to pay 
it in dribs but I do not imagine that there is much prospect 
of repayment. Beyond making a demand from time to time I 
do not see that there is anything the Lepartment can do.

Hie case wae ogain considered, the facts carefully 
reviewed, the departrental officials conculted and a 
decision reached that, in view of all the eircunetances, 
bre Gentleman had no elim whatever on the D artment. 

In this connection I note that ir. Gawthrop visited the 
Depertment of Indian Affaire on July 24th, last, and inter- 
viewed the Lepartmental Solicitor and the Chief of the 
Sehoole Dbraneh on behalf of kr. Gentleman. At that time 
re Gawthrop received a full explanetion of Kr. Gentleman's 
ease and the reasons thet led to his diemiseal. 


The fourth paragraph of Mr. Gawthrop's letter, 
in which he refers to certain physical disabilities from 


which Lrs. Gentleman is now suffering, ie, in my judgment, 
worthy of comment. it is significant that ir. Gentleman, 
when writing to the Lepartment in August 1925, from Leigh 
on -@8, Lesex, ibngland, where he was hoildaying at that 
time, intimated: “I would also say that on reaching ingland 
I placed my wife in the hande of one of the best medical 
men in London, who is attached to two of the largest 
missionery societies, and wae informed that she had a very 
weak heart and required at least three monthe' rest."

Dear Sir: 


Before the recent by election I wrote to you calling your attention 
to the fact that my wife and I had been discharged by the late Bennett 
Government after many years service in the Indian Department, and that the 
present Government show no disposition to give us any opportunity to 
answer the charges brought against us. 


In 1905 I was promised promotion and a pencion by the late Hon. 
David Laird, Indian Commissioner at Winnipeg, and in 1933 I was 
@ismissed without reason and given a bonus of two months salary, and 
have only recently been informed that under the Calder Act of 1924 we 
are not entitled to the pension. Doubtless this is correct. 


However, every once in awhile one comes across such items in the 
paper, such as I have clipped this evening, and which I am taking the 
liberty of enclosing. 


It would appear that these men were appointed to their positions 
in 1935 at a salary of $10,000 a year and are provided with a pension 
of $2500 after five years work. I expect too, they were provided with 
a comfortable office in Ottawa in which to do their work. In contrast 
to this I startéd working for the Dominion Government in 1905 at a 
salary of $300 a year, and my retiring allowance in 1933 was just $80)

compelling us to go on relief. Our work too was not in a comforta 
office, far from it. 


It does not seem to have occurred to any Government at Ottawa 
that we have long since past the days when Political activity was 
rewarded with high salaries and large pensions, while those at the 
foot of the scale are just cast adrift in their old age. Such customs 
prevailed I believe in 1838, but it does not seem that official Ottawa 
has advanced much since. 


I trust you will understand that it is only by calling the 
attention of such things to Members of Parliament that any improvements 
can be obtained.

While Mr. Gentleman did not possess the 
requisite qualifications for teaching in an Ontario 
school we employed him as long as his services were 
considered satisfactory. However, it was decided 
that it would be in the best interests of the pupils 
to make a change in the teaching services of this 
school and we, therefore, dispensed with Mr. Gentleman's 
services at the end of June, 1933. 


Teachers of Indian Day Schools do not 
contribute to superannuation fund and do not come 
under its provisions in any manner. The majority of 
Indian Day School teachers only remain in the work for 
a comparatively short time. In the few cases where 
teachers have been employed for several years we allow 
a gratuity of two months’ salary on retirement. This 
payment was mede to Mr. Gentleman et the time he was 
dismissed in 1933.

There is a very definite shortage of teachers and this condition 
will probably continue throughout the period of the war and possibly for 
some tine ufterwerds. In this Inspectorate ut the present time there are 
25 narried women engaged as teachers, They are 411 qualified but under 
normal circumstances would not have returned to the profession. Five 
School Boards even found it necessary to engage teachers who had been 
erou.ted Yemporary Permits by the Department of Education for one year only. 
Coutri.cts must not be signed with the latter teachers again before ad- 
vertising several times for qualified teachers in u newspaper with a 
nore or less province-wide circulation. (e.g.he Globe und Mail), If this 
brings no results consult your local inspector who, if necessary, will 
reconmend that Temporary Permits be granted to suitable persons. 


School Boards would be well advised nobto dispense with the 
services of teachers who are giving satisfactory service as they are not 
easily replaced. However, if a contract is to be teruwinuted the Board 
should notify the teacher to this offgct, in writing, before June ist. 
When engaging experienced texehers it, always advisable to obtain 
confidential statenents from their former inspectors. 


Inquiries from teachers concerning vacancies come to my office 
at this time of yenr but I do not always know which schools require 
teachers, school Secretaries could frequently be put in touch with 
prospective teachers more readily if they advised this office promptly 
of their needs. 


It night be of some assistance when considering the salary of 
your teacher for 1945-44 to know the present trend of salaries. Below is 
1 list of the average salaries paid to rurel teachers in this Inspectorate 
at the beginning of each school year since 1931.

With reference to the employment of Mra. A. Martin (nee 
Miss Winnifred A. Stead) as teacher of the French Bay Indian Day 
School, 1 beg to direct your attention to Section 36 (1) of the 
Civil Service Regulations, which provides as follows:- 


(1) “Hereafter, no married woman, whose husband is 
living, shall be eligible for appointment in the public 
service; 


(2) “Provided that, when the supply of experienced help 
for any particular kind of work is not sufficient to meet 
the demands of the public service, a married woman may be 
certified for temporary employment; 


“Where it can be established by a married woman that 
her husband is unable, through illness or other cause, 
to contribute to her support, such married woman may be 
certified for permanent or temporary appointment.” 


In the public service, when a woman marries, she is 
required, under the regulations, to resign her position. It 
is, therefore, necessary to dispense with Miss Stead's services 
and you should, therefore, advise her that her employment as 
teacher of the French Bay Indian Day School will terminate when 
the school closes for the Christmas holidays. 


You will be advised later regarding the name and 
qualifications of the teacher whom the Department has decided 
to place in charge of this school.

Ottawa 15th August 1901- 


I beg to report that during my recent visit 
at the Saugeen Indian Reserve,I examined. the stable 
erected for the teacher at French Bay,about which 
complaint was made to the Deputy Minister,and found 
it completed in accordance with the specification. 

Tt was not quite finished until after my arrival at 
the Reserve ,when the Agent told me he had instructed 
Henry Ritchie,the Contractor,to have it finished,as 
I was going to inspect it. 

The teacher was absent from héme and the 
door of the stable was locked,but I had a view of the 
inside through the window. I measured the dimensions 
and found them correct,and I made an estimate of the 
work,which after making what I consider ample allow- 
ance for everything,including workmanship, I found to 
be $102.58; The actual cost paid Ritchie is $118.50 

In this connection,I may state that the 
Rev.W.B.Danard,in a communication to the Minister 
last Month,on File 59273/2,states that the Teacher 
at French Bay told him that he had to beard Henry 
Ritehie and to furnish the hinges for the doors in 
order to get it built,and that he got ne pay for the 
same,and also that Ritehie built it as he thought 
best,it being left to him to do so by the Agent. 

Owing to the Teacher's absence,T am unable 
to verify this,but if it is true,the Agent should 


have made Ritchie pay for his board and also the 


hinges,as the contract price included the whole work.

The Inspector also mentions that new closets 
are needed.

The teacher asked Mr. McGookin for a map of Bruce 
County. Owing to their cost, we do not usually supply 
county maps.

There is an old dilapidated shed, 16'xl2', on 
the school grounds, used as a chicken coop but useless 
now. I would suggest Agent Robertson be given permission 
to give it to an Indian to demolish and clean up the debris 
for the materiel. It is an eye-sore and useless for any 
purpose. 


The double doors on the school shed are off. They 
should be patched and rehung. It looks careless to have 
them in the shape they are. An Indian could do this little

The teacher's residence needs redecorating inside 
and out.

The teacher compleined that she had not got the school
